2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1,10, 
16, 27, 36, 37 and 44 are patentable over the prior art patents and printed publications 
because of the specific method for determining a turn-on energy of a printhead, which 
consists of firing the printhead at a first frequency over an initial range of print energies 
to detect an approximate range of print energies in which the turn-on energy is located 
followed by firing the printhead at a second firing frequency over the detected 
approximate range of print energies in which the turn-on energy is located in order to 
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determine a value for the turn-on energy of the printhead, wherein the second firing 
frequency is higher than the first firing frequency. The combined limitations are not 
taught by the prior art of record alone or in combination. 

Claims 2-9, 11-15, 17-26, 28-35, 38-43 and 45-49 are allowed because they are 
directly or indirectly dependent from claims 1,10, 16, 27, 36, 37 and 44 above.
